Thursday,  other  events  will  be- 
, gin,  starting  with  the  horse  show. 
This  will  be  a two-day  affair, 
ending  Friday  afternoon,  and, 
according  to  Clark,  should  be  one 
of  the  finest  of  its  kind  to  be 
held  in  Utah  this  year. 

Forty  classes  of  competition 
will  be  held.  The  show  is  schedul- 
ed for  the  Provo  Rodeo  Grounds. 
In  charge  of  the  horse  show  will 
be  Alton  Ekins,  Provo. 

Assembly  Thursday  will  be  on 
a western  theme  produced  by  the 
Arizona,  Rodeo,  and  Agricultural 
Clubs. 

Friday  afternoon,  Rodeo  Club 
members  will  have  a chance  to 
show  their  talents  in  the  ten- 
team  BYU  Invitational  Rodeo. 
The  rodeo  will  run  two  days, 
through  Saturday  afternoon. 

Final  event  of  the  week  will  be 
a combined  carnival  and  dance 
at  the  George  Albert  Smith  Field- 
house  Saturday  night,  May  21. 

It  is  urged  that  during  Western 
Week  students  remember  the 
theme  by  occasionally  wearing 
cowboy  garb. 

All  organizations  and  inde- 
pendents are  reminded  to 
name  their  candidates  for 
rodeo  queen.  Tryouts  for  the 
queen  position  will  be  held 
tomorrow,  May  4,  at  4 p.m 
at  the  fairgrounds.  Girls  are 
requested  to  appear  in  wes- 
tern clothing.  The  one  Cho- 
sen will  reign  over  the  rodeo.

Y Day  activities  will  take  place 
tomorrow,  pending  the  coopera- 
tion of  Mother  Nature  and  the 
weather  bureau,  with  all  activ- 
ities to  take  place  as  originally 
scheduled,  according  to  Dale 
Laub,  general  chairman  of  the 
event. 


Highlighting  the  day’s  events 
will  be  the  traditional  trek  to  the 
Y.  Students  will  whitwash  only 
this  year.  No  cement  will  be 
used. 


The  bucket  brigade  will  take 
a different  route  for  the  first 
time  in  history.  Crawler  tractors 
will  transport  the  raw  materials 
up  a recently  constructed  road  to 
a point  approximately  the  same 
height  as  the  Y,  and  the  line  will 
pass  the  whitewash  across  the 
side  of  the  mountain.  Laub  em- 
phasized that  the  line  will  be  ap- 
proximately as  long  as  in  the 
past,  but  that  the  work  will  be 
less  strenuous. 


Jack  Zenger,  AMS  president, 
also  announced  that  Vigilantes 
will  be  operating  on  campus, 
rounding  up  laggards.  Students 
who  don’t  make  the  climb  will  re- 
ceive a free  bath. 

An  innovation  of  this  year’s  Y 
Day  will  be  the  special  car  trans- 
portation to  the  foot  of  the 
mountain.  Due  to  the  fact  that 
trucks  will  not  be  made  available 
for  transportation,  students  have 
been  contacted  and  urged  to  reg- 
ister their  cars,  and  transport 
workers  to  the  work  site. 

All  students  will  assemble  in 
the  Stadium  at  7:45  in  the  morn- 
ing to  receive  instructions.  Work- 
ers will  be  divided  into  groups 
by  the  committee,  and  each  group 
will  carry  out  special  assign- 
ments, it  was  pointed  out  by  the 
committee. 

Activities  will  be  capped  by 
free  lunch,  games  in  the  after- 
noon, and  a football  game  and 
dance  in  the  evening. 

Highlights  of  the  game  activ- 
ities in  the  afternoon  will  be 
various  grudge  tug-of-wars,  class 
organization  and  faculty  compe- 
tition and  according  to  Jeanne 
Holmes,  co-chairman  of  the 
event,  “fun  for  all.”

Devotional  Speech 
Presented  Today 
By  President  Clark 

J.  Reuben  Clark,  Jr.,  Second 
Counselor  in  the  First  Presidency 
of  the  Church  of  Jesus  Christ 
of  Latter-day  Saints,  will  address 
the  studentbody  at  today’s  de- 
votional assembly. 

He  was  called  to  the  First 
Presidency  by  President  Heber 
J.  Grant  on  April  6,  1933,  and  has 
served  continuously  since  then 
under  Presidents  Grant,  George 
Albert  Smith  and  David  O.  Mc- 
Kay. 

Elder  Clark  was  awarded  the 
LLD  degree  from  Columbia  Uni- 
versity Law  School.  He  also  has 
been  awarded  honorary  law  doc- 
torates from  Brigham  Young 


Acclaimed  as  one  of  Shake- 
speare’s best  plays,  it  will  be 
seen  in  the  Smith  Auditorium 
each  evening  at  8:15,  according  to 
Dr.  Harold  I.  Hansen,  director 
and  chairman  of  the  speech  and 
drama  department. 

Shakespeare’s  technique  of 
“putting  major  vices  such  as 
jealousy,  lust  of  power,  or  van- 
ity and  cruelty . under  the  mag- 
nifying glass”  is  typical  in  “Oth- 
ello.” In  this  play  Shakespeare 
tells  a story  showing  the  evil  and 
disaster  that  unharnessed  jeal- 
ousy can  bring  into  a person’s 
life,  Dr.  Hansen  said. 

Costumes  for  the  play  are  de- 
signed by  Winnifred  Bowers  and 
will  be  completely  new  for  this

One  of  the  prime  concerns  of  those  closely 
connected  with  the  social  units  on  campus  has  been 
the  death  of  units  just  when  they  are  most  needed. 
For  various  reasons,  several  of  BYU’s  units  have 
dropped'  out  of  existence  in  the  past  year  or  so. 
It  is  for  this  reason  that  it  is  most'  heartening  to 
see  the  resurrection  of  one  of  these  formerly  in- 
active units. 

We  refer  to  the  Saxon  Kings.  The  Saxons  were 
a growing  unit  two  years  ago,  but  mission  calls 
and  the  draft  so  depleted  their  ranks  that  the  . unit 
folded.  Now  a group  under  the  capable  leadership 


of  Lee  Lister  and  Mills  Crenshaw  has  revived  the 
unit.  Here’s  what  they’ve  accomplished.  The  Saxons 
collected  90  percent  of  the  books  in  the  recent  book 
drive,  and  their  spontaneous  efforts  during  the 
past  studentbody  elections  were  highly  lauded  by 
Dee  Jacobs,  elections  committee  chairman.  Their 
enthusiasm  should  be  an  example  to  the  social 
units  as  a whole,  and  should  certainly  spur  similar 
efforts  on  the  part  of  students  starting  other  new 
units.  New  units  can  be  successful,  and  they  are 
certainly  needed.

Artless  Age  . . . 

I have  a personal  prejudice 
against  art  which  becomes  too 
abstract,  or  that  loses  all  sense 
of  naturalism  and  realism.  The 
American  artists  fought  long  and 
hard  to  make  the  world  realize 
that  we  had  an  artistic  culture 
of  our  own.  Perhaps  my  prejudice 
stems  from  the  growing  tendency 
to  follow  the  French  modernist, 
and  thus  again  submerge  our 
national  personality  in  their  art. 

The  field  of  fine  art  is  so  large 
and  varied  that  my  fears  may  be 
unfounded  for  not  by  any  stretch 
of  the  imagination  have  all  art- 
ists turned  to  abstract  painting. 
Good  abstract  painting  may  be 
enjoyed  by  all,  but  I fear  that  the 
medium  does  not  lend  itself  to 
the  challenge  that  we  have  as 
members  of  the  Church  of  Jesus 
Christ  of  Latter-day  Saints.  I 
agree  that  all  paintings  do  not 
have  to  tell  a story  to  be  con- 
sidered good  art.  But  suppose 
you  had  the  greatest  story  in  the 
world  to  sell.  Suppose  that  a 
group  of  artists  were  given  a 
motivation  as  great  as  life  itself. 

Artists  in  the  past  devoted 
their  lives  to  show  the  world 
the  birth  and  life  of  Jesus  Christ. 
Is  not  His  return  to  the  earth 
and  the  re-establishment  of  His 
Church  such  a story?  We  are 
charged  with  the  responsibility 


of  publishing  its  message  to  the 
world.  Are  we  so  sophisticated 
that  we  feel  no  one  is  no  longer 
interested  in  lillies  of  the  field, 
wells  of  living  water,  and  good 
and  bad  fig  trees. 

I say  American  artists  have 
the  greatest  challenge  the  world 
has  ever  known.  The  story  has 
country,  and  it  is  only  fitting  that 
it  be  painted  by  American  art- 
ists. It  seems  that  a call  must  be 
issued  to  all  Church  artists  to 
paint  the  restored  gospel  of  Jesus 
Christ,  let  them  use  what  medium 
they  may,  or  as  expressed  by 
Professor  B.  F.  Larsen,  “let  the 
technique  fit  the  subject”  but 
please,  let’s  paint  it  so  that  the 
meanings  will  be  clear  with  a 
minimum  of  spoken  or  written 
explanation.  Either  that,  or  turn 
in  our  brushes  for  a pencil  and 
press  card. 

Yes,  American  artists  have 
carved  - out  a niche  for  them- 
selves in  the  art  of  the  world, 
let’s  keep  it.

Policy  Change 
Takes  Effect 
For  Lab  Fees 

Registration  and  laboratory 
' fees  in  196  courses  will  be  dis- 
’ continued  to  provide  a balance 
for  a $60  tuition  per  quarter  be- 
i ginning  next  autumn  quarter, 
E President  Ernest  L.  Wilkinson  an- 
nounced. 

Registration  and  laboratory 
: fees,  in  an  average  estimation, 
: cost  students  $15  per  year.  Ac- 
cording to  the  new  plan,  Presi- 
dent Wilkinson  said,  students  will 
pay  $60  without  the  addition  of 
registration  and  various  labora- 
tory fees  each  quarter.  At  pres- 
ent, tuition  is  $65  first  quarter, 
to  cover  student  registration  each 
year,  and  $55  every  other  quarter. 

President  Wilkinson  stated  the 
total  cost  for  students  and  total 
income  to  the  university  will  re- 
main essentially  the  same. 

Reason  for  the  changes,  Presi- 
dent Wilkinson  explained,  is  to 
simplify  collecting  and  handling 
of  tuitions  and  fees.  He  added 
it  has  been  difficult  and  expen- 
• sive  to  determine  which  students 
have  or  have  not  paid  registra- 
tion and  laboratory  fees  during 
"inter,  spring,  and  summer  regis- 
trations. With  the  new  arrange- 
ment such  problems  will  be  elim- 
inated, President  Wilkinson  stat- 
ed. 

According  to  President  Wilkin- 
son, details  of  collecting  and  rec- 
ord keeping  of  small  fees  have 
been  cumbersome  to  students  and 
■ staff,  and  has  cost  the  adminis- 
tration recording  the  fee-income 
i almost  as  much  as  the  income  it- 
; self. 

Fees  which  have  been  retained, 

: President  Wilkinson  disclosed, 
are  fees  which  are  unusually  ex- 
pensive, require  services,  or  fac- 
ilities rented  by  the  university  for 
student  use. 

Schedule  of  the  new  fees  will 
be  obtainable  in  the  new  catalog, 
President  Wilkinson  concluded.

Security  Officer 
Warns  Against 
Counterfeit  Slugs 

Capt.  Leonard  E.  Christensen, 
director  of  the  Lost  and  Found 
department  and  Security  Office 
Chief,  once  again  warned  against 
the  use  of  slugs  in  campus  candy 
machines. 

Although  a warning  was  pre- 
viously published  in  the  Universe, 
Capt.  Christensen  has  stated  that 
the  practice  is  still  going  on.  In 
fact,  the  use  of  slugs  has  spread 
to  vending  machines  in  the  down- 
town Provo  area  and  to  telephone 
booths,  says  Capt.  Christensen. 

Possible  sentence  for  insert- 
ing any  coin  or  other  object  into 
a machine  other  than  the  one 
called  for,  is  $200  fine,  six  months 
in  jail,  or  both.  There  is  evidence 
that  many  slugs  are  altered  coins, 
smelted  down  to  fit  various 
machines.  Penalty  for  such  ac- 
tion under  Utah  State  law  can 
be  as  much  as  $2,000  fine,  five 
years  imprisonment,  or  both. 


Henry  (Hank)  Taylor,  Provo, 
Brigham  Young  University  sen- 
ior, has  been  awarded  one  of  the 
five  Donald  Kirk  David  fellow- 
ships. 

Taylor  was  notified  by  letter 
that  he  had  been  awarded  one  of 
the  grants  given  annually  by 
Harvard  business  college.  Details 
of  the  grant  have  not  yet  been 
cleared  through  the  BYU  college 
of  commerce. 

Five  fellowships  are  awarded 
in  the  Pacific  Northwest  which 
includes  Utah,  Idaho,  Washing- 
ton, and  Oregon.  The  scholarship 
consists  of  $1500  the  first  year 
and  is  renewable  for  a second 
year. 

One  of  the  five  awards  goes 
each  year  to  a student  from 
BYU,  University  of  Utah  or  Utah 
State  Agricultural  College.  Win- 
ner is  chosen  through  interviews 
and  application  to  a business 
school. 

Taylor  is  a senior,  majoring 
in  business  management.  He  ser- 
ved a mission  in  Western  Can- 
ada, is  a member  of  the  Men’s 
Commerce  Club,  and  has  retained 
an  honor  roll  standing  for  the 
past  four  quarters. 


New  Languages 
To  be  Offered 
For  Youngsters 

Language  classes  in  German, 
French,  and  Spanish  will  be  held 
during  the  summer  for  children 
8 to  14  years  of  age,  announced 
Dick  Palmer,  Extension  Division 
supervisor  of  off-campus  courses. 
Instructors  participating  in  the 
new  program,  to  be  presented  in 
Provo,  Spanish  Fork,  Springville, 
Orem,  and  Payson,  are  under  the 
direction  of  Dr.  Arthur  Watkins, 
head  of  the  Brigham  Young  Uni- 
versity Modern  Language  Depart- 
ment. 

Palmer  said,  “Children  seem 
to  learn  foreign  languages  eas- 
ily, and  it  is  hoped  that  these 
classes  will  help  make  the  teach- 
ing of  foreign  languages  in  the 
elementary  school  a regular  pro- 
gram.” 

Classes  in  all  three  languages 
will  probably  be  taught  on  BYU 
campus,  stated  Palmer,  with  pos- 
sibly only  one  language  taught 4n 
each  of  the  other  towns.

practically  filled  their  groups, 
but  they  should  take  advantage 
of  the  strengthened  background 
represented  by  the  newly  classi- 
fied courses,”  he  said. 

Main  features  of  the  new 
program  are  a reclassification  of 
departments  into  required  fields 
and  more  restriction  on  subjects 
that  may  fill  groups.  There  is  also 
more  emphasis  on  upper-division 
general  background  courses, 
“Preparation  for  life  . . . should 
not  cease  at  the  end  of  the  soph- 
omore year  as  the  present  catalog 
recognizes,”  the  curriculum  com- 
mittee stated  in  explaining  the 
increased  general  upper-division 
work. 

Under  the  new  program,  84 
hours  work  is  required  for  grad- 
uation. This  may  be  reduced  to 
78  by  taking  religion  courses  that 
offer  credit  in  other  fields,  and 
may  be  reduced  to  77  by  partici- 
pation in  ROTC.  At  present,  82 
hours  are  required  for  gradua- 
tion. 

Students  who  enter  the  new 
program  will  be  required  to  take 
nine  hours  of  physical  science, 
excluding  geography  and  mat  he 
matics  which  are  presently  recog 
nized  in  that  field. 

They  will  take  eight  hours  oJ 
biological  sciences,  excluding  psy 
chology,  now  included  in  thal 
group.  Fifteen  hours  will  be  re 
quired  in  social  sciences,  whic^jd 
will  now  include  psychology  ancfth 
geology,  as  well  as  sociology  ;ol 
economics,  political  science,  anctf 
family  living. 

Humanities  and  aesthetics,  < 
new  requirement  group  include: 
English,  history,  archaeology 
fine  arts,  and  languages.  Fifteer 
hours  will  be  required  in  thii 
group  besides  nine  hours  of  bash 
English.  Health,  physical  educa 
tion,  and  religion  requirement: 
will  remain  unchanged. 

The  new  program  was  plannet 
to  eliminate  “snap”  courses  of 
ten  taken  only  to  fill  groups,  t< 
build  more  unity  within  and  be 
tween  fields  of  study,  and  to  giv< 
a better  broad  educational  back 
ground,  Pond  said.

I realize  that  frosh  athletics  do  not  usually  pay  for  themselves,  ' 
but  the  few  dollars  spent  will  be  worth  the  dividends  that  can 
be  realized  in  years  to  come. 

A close  re-evaluation  of  the  Skyline  Eight  frosh  picture  is  asked 
in  the  hopes  that  athletics  in  general  around  the  league  may  be 
improved.

Cracking  two  stadium  records 
and  shattemg  seven  meet  marks, 
the  Brigham  Young  University 
track  team  romped  over  the  host 
Montana  Grizzlies  91-39,  at  Mis- 
soula Saturday. 

Don  Brant,  fleet  ’Tip  sprinter, 
won  the  only  two  Montana  first 
places,  with  a 9.8  century  and  a 
21.7  220.  All  the  other  blue  rib- 
rons  were  won  by  Cougar  ath- 
letes. 

Starting  off  the  day’s  festivi- 
ties, Charles  “Pinky”  Higgins, 
BYU’s  wand  wafting  magician, 
tossed  the  javelin  218  ft.  8 in.  to 
shatter  the  old  five-year  record 
of  207  feet.  Big  Marv  Roberson, 
kept  the  eight  marks  falling  by 
heaving  the  shot  49  feet  10  '/z 
Belies  to  eclipse  the  old  mark  of 
R feet  3 inches.  Also  in  the 
weight  class,  another  Brigham, 
Gordon  Smith?,  blasted  the  discus 
mark  of  140  ft.  9 in,  by  slinging 
the  dish  143’  4%”. 

Arlyn  Finlinson,  Cat  middle 
distance  ace,  set  a new  mark  in 
the  880  by  touring  the  two  lapper 
in  1:19.5.  This  is  the  best  time 
registered  in  the  Skyline  confer- 
ence this  year  to  date.  Tom  Burr, 
the  Cougars’  top  timber  topper, 
kept  the  record  parade  going  by 
erasing  the  low  hurdle  standard 
of  24.3  with  a 24  flat  effort. 

Jumping  a distance  of  22  feet 
6%  inches,  Raynor  Perce,  Y 
broad  jumper,  also  entered  the 
elite  circle  of  record  breakers, 
breaking  the  old  mark  by  one- 
fourth  inch. 

Many  other  fine  performances

Sherald  James  won  the  mile 
run  in  the  best  time  of  the  year 
as  he  outdistanced  his  rivals  to 
the  tape  in  a time  of  4:19.4.  Doug 
Spainhower  hit  last  year’s  form 
and  finally  broke  his  six-foot 
jinx  when  he  soared  over  6 feet 
4 inches  in  the  high  jump. 

The  Cougar  relay  team  bet- 
tered the  mile  mile  relay  record 
by  beating  the  former  mark  by 
better  than  two  seconds. 

Netters,  Golfers  Win 
Brigham  Young’s  tennis  and 
golf  teams  started  the  sweep 
Friday  afternoon  with  wins  over 
their  Grizzlie  counterparts. 

Losing  only  one  singles  match, 
the  Cougars  kept  their  title  hopes 
up  by  winning  their  fray  8-1.

Alien  Students 
Remain  High 
In  Enrollment 

Foreign  student  enrollment  is 
down  by  only  13  students  from 
winter  quarter,  less  than  the  nor- 
mal spring  quarter  drop,  accord- 
ing to  a report  by  Dr.  Selby  G. 
Clark,  foreign  students  adviser. 

One  less  country  is  represented 
this  quarter  than  last.  There  are 
25  countries  represented  and  one 
displaced  person  as  compared 
with  26  countries  last  quarter. 

Three  countries  not  represent- 
ed in  last  quarter’s  report  now 
have  one  student  at  BYU.  They 
are  India,  Nygeria,  and  Viet  Nam, 
which  was  represented  fall  quar- 
ter. India  and  Nygeria  have  not 
been  represented  at  BYU  recent- 
ly- 

Four  countries  represented  win- 
ter quarter  and  not  listed  in  the 
spring  report  are  Spain,  France, 
Philippine  Islands,  and  Siam. 
Each  had  one  student  at  BYU. 

Canadian  students  decreased 
from  117  to  107,  still  holding  a 
wide  lead  over  all  other  foreign 
student  groups.  Mexico  is  second 
with  19,  an  increase  of  one  stu- 
dent. 

Iran’s  student  group  increased 
by  one;  Norway  and  Brazil  each 
decreased  by  one;  and  Denmark 
decreased  by  three. 

Korea  now  has  seven  students 
at  BYU;  Japan,  six;  Iran,  four; 
Brazil,  Guatemala,  Finland,  Aus- 
tralia, and  Samoa,  three  each; 
and  China,  two. 

Countries  with  one  student  each 
are  India,  Greece,  Tahiti,  Israel, 
Germany,  Trinidad,  Switzerland, 
England,  Viet  Nam,  Nygeria,  and 
New  Zealand.
